Large Hand in Deportations 


Defence counsel Robert 
Servatius yesterday submit- 
ted documents with the aim 
of proving that Veesenmayer, 
Germanys Minister to Hun- 
gary, had played an im- 
portant role in planning and 
deporta- 
tion of Hungarian Jewry. 

In one document Winkel- 
mann, the Head of the Se- 
eurity Police and S.D. in 
Budapest, is shown to have 
written directly to Himmler 
and reported that the Papal 
Nuncſo and the Primate Sze- 
redi had persistently inter- 
vened with the R t. Ad- 
miral Horthy, in favour of 
the Budapest Jews.
